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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species. 

Species I teaches a fountain system that includes fluidic diverters, a 
vortex amplifier with a vortex chamber structure. 

Species II teaches a fountain system that discloses a logic module and 
control port structure. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the 
different species recite the mutually exclusive characteristics of such 
species. In addition, these species are not obvious variants of each other 
based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall 
be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
no claims are generic generic.

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably 
distinct species due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The 
species require a different field of search (e.g., searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be 
applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely to raise 
different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 
first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be
